The amendment filed on 2/10/04 presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). 
The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because the remaining claims are drawn to an invention that is distinct 
from and independent of the invention previously claimed. 

In the amendment filed on 1/29/03 the applicant claimed (see claim 32) an article comprising a zinc or aluminum substrate and a 
strike layer directly contacting the surface of the zinc or aluminum substrate. In the amendment filed on 2/10/04 the applicant claims 
(see claims 22 and 32) an article comprising a nickel layer and a strike layer directly contacting the surface of the nickel layer.
